And  verily  there  did  come  a  time  when  their  coffers  must  needs  be 
filled ;  therefore  they  did  present  a  great  and  wonderous  play,  in  which  each 
did  act  as  he  was  not.  And  they  called  its  name  "Come  Out  Of  The 
Kitchen."  Gold  poured  into  the  treasury  and  there  was  great  rejoicing  in 
the   land. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  after  some  months,  that  they  did  spread  a  feast 
for  their  former  "enemies,"  and  they  called  its  name  "Junior-Senior  Ban- 
quet."   And  when  the  merry-making  was  over,  they  departed  to  their  homes. 

But  it  was  decreed  that  they  should  once  more  return  to  this  Land 
of  Learning  and  toil  for  nine  long  months  before  attaining  the  consumation 
of  their  desires, — graduation.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen.  Board  of  Education.  Supei-intendent.  Teachers 
and  Friends : — 

Upon  behalf  of  my  client,  the  Class  of  1925,  of  Kendallville  High 
School,  of  the  City  of  Kendallville.  State  of  Indiana,  U.  S.  A..  I  have  called 
you  together  upon  this  solemn  occasion  to  listen  to  her  last  will  and  testament, 
and  to  receive  it  so  be  your  lot.  the  few  gifts  she  has  to  bestow  in  her  last 
moments.  Realizing  that  she  had  no  longer  any  time  left  to  spend  in 
cultivating  her  own  virtues,  she  did,  collectively  and  individually,  deem  it 
expedient  to  distribute  these  virtues  with  her  own  hands  to  those  persons 
to  whose  needs  they  seem  best  fitted.

GUM  CHEWING
